Newly  mined  gold  sold  by  the  Mint  (excluding  small  sales  for  industrial  (5) 
purposes)  plus  exports  of  raw  gold  or  concentrates  direct  from  the  mines 
for  refining  abroad.  This  series  from  1939  on  coincides  with  net  non- 
monetary exports  published  monthly  since  that  date.  Prior  to  1939  it 
differs  somewhat  from  net  non-monetary  exports  as  previously  published 
because  the  present  series  consists  of  direct  figures  as  defined  above 
whereas  the  earlier  series  was  derived  by  relating  exports,  imports,  changes 
in  monetary  stocks,  etc.  Differences  due  to  transit  items  and  other  factors 
lead  to  slightly  different  results  in  most  individual  years  but  result  in  no 
appreciable  difference  over  the  period  as  a  whole. 

Excluding  small  amounts  of  unmanufactured  gold,  scrap  and  manufactured 
forms  imported  for  commercial  purposes.    Previously  published  figures  for 
1926  to  1937  (inclusive)  are  revised  on  account  of  above:   1938  is  revised        (6) 
on  the  basis  of  later  information. 

Earmarking  of  gold  for  account  of  non-residents  began  in  1936. 
Excluding  the  gold  content  of  exports  of  jeweller's  sweepings  and  precious 
metals  scrap  not  separately  identifiable  in  the  trade  returns.    Figures  for 
1934,  1935  and  1938  are  slightly  revised. 


Since  1935  represents  the  change  in  holdings  of  the  Exchange  Fund 
Account  and  Bank  of  Canada:  prior  to  1935  the  change  in  gold  held  by 
the  Minister  of  Finance  against  Dominion  Note  issue,  Excess  Gold  Reserve, 
reserve  against  Post  Office  savings  deposits,  gold  held  in  the  Central 
Gold  Reserve  against  chartered  bank  note  issue,  and  other  chartered 
bank  gold  reserves  in  Canada.  Changes  are  on  a  calendar  year  basis  and 
for  the  years  before  1939  differ  from  the  figures  previously  published 
which  were  adjusted  to  make  them  agree  with  recorded  exports  and 
imports.  Part  of  the  decline  of  239  thousand  ounces  in  official  holdings 
in  1935  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Bank  of  Canada  did  not  take  over  the 
Excess  Gold  Reserve,  or  the  gold  reserve  against  Post  Office  savings 
deposits. 

From  1939  on,  it  is  possible  to  reconcile  completely  sources  and  uses  of 
gold.  Before  1939  the  effect  of  items  in  transit  and  other  factors  make  it 
impossible  to  balance  Total  Gold  Available  and  Total  Disposition  of  Gold 
for  any  particular  year.  The  spread  between  the  two  totals  indicates  the 
maximum  adjustment  due  to  such  factors  which  may  be  required  to  bring 
sources  and  disposition  into  balance.
